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GERMANY REGRETS | 


TORPEDOING Ut 
THE NEBRASKAR 


Memorandum Transmitted 
Through Ambassador Ger- 
ard Offers Reparation for 
Submarine Attack, Called 
“Unfortunate Accident.” 


Berlin Declares U-Boat Com- 
mander Saw No Flag or 
Any Neutral Markings on 
the Steamer. 


Secretary Lansings Says Note 
Disposes. of the Incident 
Except for Settlement of 
Damage Claim.

WASHINGTON, July 15.—Germany, 
in an official memorandum transmit- 


ted today from Berlin by Ambassador 
Gerard, admits that the American 
steamer Nebraskan was torpedoed by 
@ submarine; expresses regret and 
readiness to make reparation; and 
assures the United States that the 
attack “was not meant for the Amer- 
ican flag, but is to be considered an 
unfortunate accident.” 

Secretary Lansing made public the 
German memorandum, which disposes 
of the question whether the Nebras- 
kan was struck by a torpedo or by 
a mine. The German memorandum 
closes the incident, it was said, ex- 
cept as to the payment of damages. 
The State Department made this an- 
nouncement: 

“Ambassador Gerard has tele- 
graphed to the State Department the 
following memorandum from. the 
German Foreign Office relative to 
the damaging of the American steam- 
er Nebraskan by a German subma- 
rine: . 

‘The German Government received 
from newspaper reports the intelli- 
gence that the American steamer Ne- 
braskan had been damaged by a mine 
or torpedo, on the southwest coast 
of Ireland. It therefore started a 
thorough investigation of the case 
without delay and from the result 
of the investigation it has become 
convinced that the damage to the 
Nebraskan was caused by an attack 
by a submarine. 

Steamer Flew No Flag. 

“On the evening of May 25 last, the 
submarine met a steamer bound 
westward without a flag and no neu- 
tral markings on her freeboard, 
about 35 nautical miles horthwest of 
Fastnet Rock; no appliance of any 
kind for the {llumination of the flag 
or markings was to be seen. In the 
twilight, which had already set in, 
the name of the steamer was not 
visible from thé submarine. Since the 
commander of the submarine was 
obliged to assume from his wide ex- 
perience in the area of maritime war 
that only English steamers and no 
neutral steamers traversed this war 
area without flag and markings, he 
attacked the vessel with a torpedo, 
in the conviction that he had an en- 
emy vessel before him. 

“Some time after the shot the com- 
mandcr saw that the vessel had in 
the meantime holsted the American 
flag. Au a consequence, he, of course, 
refrained from any further attack. 
Since the vessel remained afloat he 
had no occasion to concern himself 
further with the boats which had 
been launched. 

“It results from this without a 
doubt that the attack on the steam- 
er Nebraskan was not meant for the 
American flag, nor is it traceable to 
any fault on the part of the com- 
mander of the German submarine, 
but is to be considered an unfortu- 
nate accident. The German Govern- 
ment expresses its regret at the oc- 
currence to the Government of the 
United States of America and de- 
clares its readiness to make com- 
pensation for the damage thereby 
sustained by American citizens.” 

Name Painted on Sides. 

The official report of the attack for- 
warded by Ambassador Page, after in- 
vestigation by Lieut. John H. Towers, 

maval attache of the embassy, stated 
that the Nebraskan was in water bal- 
last, outbound from Liverpool for Dela- 
ware Breakwater and that, although her 
flag had been hauled down just after 
sunset, as is the custom, there were 
painted on her sides in letters six feet 
high, the words ‘Nebraskan, New 
York.” 

After the attack the ship headed 
about for Liverpool, and, convoyed 
by British ships, reached the port 
safely. No one was seriously hurt in 
the explosion which left evidences 
causing some doubt at first whetter 
the ship had been struck by a tor- 
pedo or a mine. American naval offi- 
cers, however, finally came to the 
conclusion that it was a torpedo.

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GIRL STUDENTS AT

NEW ORLEANS, July 15.—The 1400 
young women students of Tulane Semi- 
nary are mildly excited over the pros- 
pect of a ring battle, scheduled for to- 
day, between Miss Stevens of Louisiana 
and Miss Coleman of Mississippi for the 
138-pound championship of the two 
states. 

This contest follows a three-round bout 
between saiiss McDonald of Mississippi 
and Miss Kline of Louisiana Tuesday 
night, in which Miss Kline was awarded 
the decision. 

The McDonald-Kline fight originated 
in a discussion over the physical qualifi- 
cations of Mississippi and Louisiana 
girls. Miss Kline said she could whip 
any woman of her weight in the South, 
and Miss McDonald challenged the 
statement. It was decided to test the 
matter in the men’s gymnasium. 

A regulation ring was pitched. The 
boxers were attired in bloomers. Prof. 
Hanson acted as referee, and he was 
the only man allowed to see the go. 
About 500 young women cheered the 
fighters. Boxing gloves of large siz2 
were used, and each round was three 
minutes, with one-minute rests between. 

Miss Kline showed her superiority in 
the first round.

STYLES OF SHOES FOR WOMEN 
ARE TO BE ‘NORMAL AND SANE’ 


Manufacturers and Decalers Decide 
That Freaks Shall Be Discarded 
and to Return to Black. 

NEW YORK, July 15.—As the result’ 
of a meeting of representatives of the 
National Shoe Retailers Association, the 
National Boot and Shoe Manufacturers 
Association, the National Shoe Whole- 
salers Association, and the National 
Last Association, a decree was issued 
today against the so-called freakisa 
styles of women’s shoes. The manu- 
facture of shoes of odd colors and of 
shoes that lace at the side and back 

was disapproved. 

Woman's shoe for ordinary war will 
be black with black cloth upper. Per- 
forations and other decorations were 
frowned down. This was described by 
the spokesman of the conference as a 
return to ‘‘normal and sane’’ lines. 

Men’s shoes are to remain conserva- 
tive in design and either black or tan.

BALTIC SAILS; DECKS PROTECTED

NEW YORK, July 15.—As a protection 
against cunfire from submarines, a shel- 
ter of sand-filled bags was piled along 
the decks of the White Star line steamer 
Baltic, which sailed today for Liverpoo! 
with 314 passengers and a full cargo, 
part of which consisted of ammunition 
and war supplies. 

Unusua! precautions were taken by 
steamship officials to protect the Baltic 
prior to her sailing. Private detectives 
aided the usual guards at the pier.

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WOMAN REFUSES 


$8022 BECAUSE Ut 
FORTUNE TELLER 


Miss Klinger of St. Charles Was 
Told That Hidden Will 
Gives Her More. 


STATE CLAIMS MONEY 


Share of Father’s Estate Has 
Been Awaiting Her for 
Seven Years. 


A St. Louis fortune teller’s advice 
to Miss Theresa Klinger, 55 years 
old, living near St. Charles, has kept 
her, for seven years, from accepting 
her shere of the estate of her father, 
Herman Klinger. Her portion now 
amounts to $8022.67, and because of 
her refusal to accept it, the State of 
Missouri is claiming the money. 

The $822.67 is the biggest item in 
a total of about $10,600 which accord- 
ing to.experts in State Auditor Gor- 
don’s office, should be paid to the 
State and to St. Charles County by 
present and former county officials. 
The remainder is divided among sev- 
eral offices, and the items are said 
to represent mistakes in accounting, 
or misunderstandings as to certain 
fees. 

Sheriff Dierker, who is the custodian 
of Miss Klinger’s unclaimed inheritance. 
told a Post-Dispuatch reporter today 
that he would like to be relieved of the 
responsibility of caring for the money, 
but that ‘he would refuse to pay it into 
the State treasury, or make any othe? 
disposition of it, without an order from 
Circuit Judge Woolfolk. 

Told of a Hidden Will. 

Herman Klinger, who lived at Har- 
vester, St. Charles County, left a good- 
sized estate, to which there were seven 
heirs. A partition suit was filed, and 
under this suit the property was sold 
by Sheriff Hines seven years ago and 
each of the heirs accepted his or her 
allotted portion of the proceeds except 
Theresa Klinger. 

Miss Klinger, it was learned, had vis- 
ited a fertune teller in St. Louis, ani 
had beer advised not to accept the set- 
tlement. She had been told that, if she 
would hunt around the homestead, she 
would find another will, which wouid 
name her as the sole heir. 

Miss Klinger never found such a will, 
so far as is known, but she insisted 
that she would not accept the settle- 
ment, and Sheriff Hines had to take 
charge of the money. Wren he turned 
over his office to Sheriff Dierker, three 
years ago, the fund was also trans- 
ferred. 

Judge Weolfolk caused Miss Klinger 
tr’ appear before him two years ago, 
and explained to her that she was en- 
titled to the money, trat she had no 
chance of getting any more, and that 
if she did not take it the State might 
dec so, under the inher'’tance laws. 


Talk of a Guardian. 

She refused to change her mind, and 
the Judge discussed with the Sheriff 
a plan to have her adj:idged of unsound 
mind and to turn over the money to a 
guardian for her benefit. No action 
has been taken, and Auditor -Gordon’s 
accountants now hold that the State 
has already acquired title to the money. 

The sums which Gordon's examiners 
find to be due from present and former 
officials to St. Charles County, are: 
From H. H. Bruns, former treasurer, 
$1192.75; from George P. Wuench, treas. 
urer, $605; from A. F. Werremeyer Jr. 
the estate of A. F. Werremeyer Sr. ani 
H. W. Kanstiner, collector, about $809; 
from William F. Walter, former Circuit 
Clerk, $6:.75; and from George H. Sand- 
fort, County Clerk, $116.18. Max J. Frey, 
administrator, was said to owe the es- 
cheats fund of the State $90.32. 

“In justice to the men mentioned,’ 
the report of the examiners says, ‘‘we 
wish to say that there was nothing con- 
cealed in the matter of retaining com- 
missions. but a mistake as to what the 
law allowed. * The books, receipts and 
settlements were kept in a most credit- 
able manner.’

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ISWEARS HE PAID 


FITZPATRICK 10 AID 
HIM 10 GET PARDON 


Man Convicted of Strike Murder 
Makes Affidavit Against State 
Labor Commisssioner. 


REAPPOINTMENT OPPOSED 


Union Men Plan Fight on Offi- 
cial Who Admits He Got 
Money From Edgar G. Bailey. 


Labor union leaders in St. Louis, it 
has become known, are planning active 


opposition to the reappointment of State 
Labor Commissioner John T, Fitzpat- 
rick, and will base their opposition on an 
affidavit made by Edgar G. Bailey, 
union cab driver, convicted of murder 
in a Kansas City strike, that he paid 
Fitzpatrick more than $700 for his influ- 
ence and work toward obtaining a par- 
don from a life sentence in the peniten- 
tiary. He had served 10 years. 

Bailey’s affidavit charges that ‘the 
money was paid in amounts varying 
trom $20 to $50, and admits that all of 
it was paid prior to the date Fitzpatrick 
became State Labor Commissioner. 

Fitzpatrick, according to Bailey’s af- 
fidavit and to admissions made by Fitz- 
patrick to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
sought in 1911 to obtain a loan of $20) 
from Bailey to finance a campaign Fitz 
patrick had started to become a mem- 
ber of the State Capitol Commission. The 
loan was not made, but Fitzpatrick ob- 
tained a small amount of money from 
Bailey end later obtained other sums. 

Bailey charges that Fitzpatrick told 
him that, if successful in getting the ap- 
pointment, he would be in a position to 
have greater influence and would be 
able to do him much good. 

Would Grasp at Straw. 

“I would grasp at any straw,” 
has told union men, “and I readily 
agreed to help him in his campaign. 
He told me he would see labor union of- 
ficials in all parts of the State while 
he was on his campaign, and would 
xet letters and resolutions for me, urg- 
ing the Governor to pardon me.” 

Fitzpatrick failed to get the appoint- 
ment, which was made during the ad- 
ministration of Gov. Hadley. Fitzpat- 
rick is a Democrat, and was known as 
an “original Major man.” He was ac- 
tive in support of Major for the nom- 
ination for Governor in 1912. 

Bailey charges that Fitzpatrick told 
him that, if Major was elected, he 
would be appointed Labor Commissioner 
und that in that position would be close 
i» the Governor. Bailey says Fitzpat- 
rick stated that he had personal in- 
fluence with the Governor. Bailey’s 
effidavit says: 

“He also made it nrlain to me that 
he had great influence with Gov. Ma- 
jor, and I fully expected that the 
payments I made would result in me 
obtaining miy freedom.”’ 

Admits Receipt of Money. 

Fitzpatrick, when shown Baliley’s 
affidavit, and canceled checks bear- 
ing Fitzpatrick’s endorsement. show- 
ing that he had received money from 
Bailey, admitted the receipt of several 
sums of money, and admitted that it 
was taken with the expectation that 
his influence and work would be of 
great aid to Bailey, 

“I do not think I got more than 
$200,” Fitzpatrick said, “and I spent 
much more than that. All 7 received 
from Bailey was paid out for expenses 
in traveling over the State presenting 
Bailey’s case before labor organiza- 
tions. 

“At the same time I was seeking 
appointment to the Capitol Commis- 
sion and I did not overlook any op- 
portunity to aid myself. I had sought 
a loan of $200 from Bailey t» finance 
the campaign. I told him that as a 
member of the commission I would 
have much more influence and could 
do him much good. I told him that 
to win I would have to make an ex- 
tensive campaign and that ! did not 
have the money for such a campaign. 
I suggested that he loan it to me. 
That loan was not made, but I did re- 
ceive several small sums of money 
from him.” 

One Statement Is Denied. 

Fitzpatrick denied a statement by 
Bailey that Fitzpatrick had told him 
that Gov. Major, before his election, 
had promised to pardon Bailey. He said 
that he probably told others that there 
was no question that Gov. Major's elec- 
tion would be much in their favor and 
that they could expect early action. He 
said Gov. Major did not make him any 
promise about Bailey. 

Fitzpatrick said that he had expended 
every cent paid him by Bailey legiti- 
mately working for Bailey, that he had 
paid additional sums from his own pock- 
et and had devoted much time to Bai- 
ley’s case without any personal recom- 
pense. 

Bailey stated that he gave Fitzpat- 
rick $50 to pay Fitzpatrick's persona! 
expenses to Chicago to attend a meeting 
of the National Association of Labor 
Commissioners, in 1913, after Fitzpat- 
rick became a deputy commissioner and 
before he became Commissioner. } ttz- 
patrick said he would not deny this 
statement, but that he did not remem- 
ber receiving the money. 

At one time Baliley’s bank account 
ir a Jefferson City bank was held by 
Henry Andreae, warden of the peniten- 
tiary. Andrae said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

“J found out that Fitzpatrick was 
working Bailey, so I called Balley into 
my office and told him so. I then tele- 
rhoned the bank not to pay any money 
out of Balley’s account unless the checks 
were approved by me.”

IN IOWA MURDER 
CASES ARE FREED 


Four Aged Men Were Accused 
of Alleged Crime Commit- 
ted 39 Years Ago. 


MORE DIGGING IN CAVE 


New Story Told of Death of Mrs. 
Pease’s Father in Investiga- 
tion of Old Murders. 


BEDFORD, Io., July 15.—The case 
against Bates Huntsman, who has been 
on preliminary trial before Justice M. 
A. Sawyer for the alleged murder of 
Nathaniel Smith, a Missouri cattleman, 
and his son, in September, 1876, was 
dismissed today by Justice Sawyer. 
Later the cases against San Scrioner 
and John Henry Dameweod were also 
dismissed. 

The case was dismissed upon the mo- 
tion of the attorneys for Huntsman, 


shortly before noon. Attorney-General! 
Cosson acquiesced in the motion, stating 
that the Court’s refusal to admit the 
evidence of John Derrickson with the 
reference to Dr. A. E. Goliday, the her- 
mit druggist of Siam who was named 
as having been a participant in the 
alleged crime, had made it impossible for 
the State to proceed further. 

John Damewood Called to Stand. 

The prosecution sprung a tremendous 
surprise on the defense this morning 
by placing oJhn Damewood, one of the 
defendants, on the witness stand. 

“Did you ever hear Bates Huntsman 
say to Doc Huntsman that a murder had 
been committed at the Klondike farm?’ 
he was asked. “Yes,” answered Dame- 
wood. 

“Did you hear them say a man was 
killed there?’’ ‘‘Not a man.”’ 

“Did you hear them say ‘we will have 
to get rid of those bones some way’?”’ 
‘‘No.”’ 

“Did Doc Huntsman tell you the 
money had been found?’ ‘‘Yes.”’ 

“Did you creep up on Bates and Doc 
Huntsman once when they were talk- 
ing about bones?’’ “No, I walked up.” 

Derrickson was expected to tell of 
the death of Dr. Goliday, in whose 
louse, it was alleged, was found $43,- 
000, declared by the prosecution to have 
been a part of the treasure chest con- 
tents. 

Goliday was one of the men who, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Maria Collins Porter, 
helped carry the body of Smith past the 
house of Jonathan Dark to an old well, 
into which it was thrown on that Sep- 
tember night in 1876. 

Justice Sawyer declined to admit the 
cvidence of Derrickson on the ground 
that the State had not shown any con- 
nection between Goliday and the al- 
leged murders. 

The hearing took on a dramatic turn 
yesterday when W. W. Bulman, attor- 
ney assistin:; the prosecution, took the 
stand in the midst of the examination 
of Samuel Anderson, a State’s witness, 
to deny hotly an intimation on the part 
of Attorney B. J. Flick for the defense 
that he and Anderson started the case 
in order to get “‘blood money” from the 
defendants. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Benson of Dover, OK., 
sister of Mrs. Porter and widow 
of Jonathan Dark, said to have 
heen a member of the alleged gang of 
Taylor County outlaws who supposedly 
robbed and murdered Nathaniel Smith. 
the Missousi cattleman, and his son, in 
September, 1876, took the stand for the 
State, contrary to expectations. It had 
heen reported that she would be a wit- 
ness for the defense. She said she did 
not know anything about the alleged 
murder or the counterfeiters’ cave on 
the Collins farm. 

Chest Story Corroborated. 

Eight witnesses, exclusive of Attorney 
Bulman, were examined before Justice 
M. A. Sawyer during the day. Aside 
from Mrs Porter, Mrs. Benson and Sam- 
uel Anderson, these were mainly offi- 
cials who had participated in the recent 
events connected with the case. Samuel 
Anderson was followed on the stand by 
his brothers, Robert and Henry, who 
corroborated his testimony regarding his 
years of digging for the treasure chest 
“at the direction of Bates Huntsman. 
one of the four defendants.”’ 

J. H. Humphrey, a constable, appear- 
ing for the State, testified that Hunts- 
man had been digging in the cave on 
the Siam farm, between the time he was 
released on bond after his arrest last 
week and the appearance of the Sheriff 
at his place with'a search warrant. 

William Hedrick, the father of Mrs. 
Margaret Pease and George Hedick of 
Des oMines, was not murdered by ban- 
dits in Taylor County, Capt. L. 8. Me- 
Coum of Bedford declared yesterday. 
Instead, he was shot by a squad. of 
Union soldiers in 1862, who suspected 
the Missourian to be a Confederate spy. 

Capt. McCoum is & veteran of the 
Mexican and Civil A squad of 
soldiers in the Northern army caught 
Hedrick in Taylor County near where 
Athelstan is now. The Captain declare4 
that, after making him dig his own 
grave, they shot him to death while he 
was standing on its edge. 

The soldiere were in command, the 
Captain said, of Capt. Flick, grand- 
father of Attorney B. J. Flick, who is 
handling the defense for the four Taylor 
County pioneers.

Movement Fathered by Former 
Ambassador Designed to Give 


War Training to Aviators. 
PARIS, July 15.—One thousand Ameri- 
can aeroplanes, purchased with Ameri- 
can money, and officered by American 


aviators, are to be tendered by an Amer- 
ican organization fathered by a former 
United States Ambassador t» France 
for the use of the French army in the 
war. It is reported that already $1,000,- 
@0 has been raised by Americans for 
the project, and that an American of 
even greater prominence than the for- 
mer Ambassador soon will come forward 
as the chief of the organization. 

The object of the formation of thw 

corps ie to create an adequate aerial 
reserve for the American army, train- 
ing American aviators in the practical, 
perilous school that the present war af- 
fords. 
In the name of the former Ambassa- 
dor, 10,000 circulars are to be issued to 
the graduates of Yale, Harvard and 
lrinceton, inviting them on patriotic 
grounds to aid in strengthening the de- 
fenses of their country. They will be 
asked to juin the French aviation corps 
for the duration of the war, after which 
their military experience will qualify 
them to become reserve aviators in the 
United States. They will be formed into 
a special corps over here, with their 
own officers, who will probably ove 
chosen from Americans like Williain 
Thaw, Norman Prince and Fransier 
Curtis, who, have distinguished them- 
selves as aviators with the French 
army. Their pay is to be the same as 
that of French aviators, two francs a 
day, but the wealthy Americans back 
of the project will pay them an addi- 
tional $50 a month. One such American 
alone has contributed $190,000. The ap- 
peal will be made exclusively to college 
then. 

Intenge interest already has been ex- 
cited among wealthy American youths, 
and this may explain why Vincent As- 
tor and Harry Payne Whitney have re- 
cently purchased aeroplanes.

Members Wives Blamed. 

In addition to the factions which had 
divided the active members of the old 
club, he said, the dislike of the wives 
of some members for the wives of other 
members had something to do with the 
decision to cut down the invitation list. 
Some old members, he said. were 
dropped because they had not been 
prompt in paying dues and others be- 
cause of their personality and their op- 
position to the plan of dissolving the old 
club. 

One of the “undesirables” pointed 
out that a large percentage of the 
Glen Echo Country Club members 
had opposed the dissolution or re- 
organization of the club on thé 
ground that it Was unnecessary.

NEW YORK, July 15.—While Harry 
Thaw was being taken to the court- 
house today Justice Hendrick met him 
in the street surrounded by a large 
crowd of persons who were anxious to 
congratulate him on the verdict of the 
jury which yesterday declared him sane. 
It was with considerable difficulty that 


the Justice managed to push his way 
through, and enter the courthouse where 
he adjourned proceedings until tomor- 
.oW morning, when it is understood de. 
cision will be rendered as to whether to 
free Thaw. 

Although the jury’s verdict yesterday 
declared Thaw to be sane, the Justice 
is not bound to adopt it, as the jury 
acted in only an advisory capacity. Be- 
cause of this fact Thaw is still a pris- 
oner, and- will be free only under bail 
if the Judge orders his release, and the 
State takes an appeal. 

Justice Hendrick held a conference 
subsequently with the attorneys for 
both sides as to the form of his order 
vacating the criminal commitment un- 
der which Thaw was first sent to Mat- 
teawan. The result was not announced. 


Million Dollars Bail Offered. 
aw, meanwhile had been accosted 


by a former wealthy member of the 
State Senate who addressed him as ‘‘my 
boy,”’ and offered to go on his bond for 
any sum up to $1,000,000. Thaw replied 
that he thought he would have no dif- 
ficulty in raising $40,000, which, he said, 
he understood would be required, should 
Justice Hendrick release him and the 
State appeal. Thaw, it is said, will be 
entitled under a bail bond to go any- 
where he pleased.

He was later released 
and sent back across the border, being 
arrested in New Hampshire. There a 
commission declared him mentally 
sound. Then followed many legal bat- 
tles to prevent Thaw’s rettrn to New 
York. He lost, and was brought back 
here, and with those who aided in his 
escape, was tried.on a charge of con- 
spiracy. All were acquitted. 
Thaw having been declared mentally 
sound In New Hampshire, his counsel 
than started proceedings to have his 
sanity established in the state which 
still was fighting to have him returned 
to Matteawan. A motion for a trial by 
jury was granted by Jndge Hendrick on 
April 23. The trial was begun on June 
22 


Thaw, to newspaper men, expressed 
the opinion that the citizens, particu- 
larly those up-State, would be glad the 
jury had decided in his favor. His rea- 
son was—and he said he had tested pub- 
lic sentiment—that they were tired of 
paying to keep him in confinement when 
they considered he should enjoy full lib- 
erty. 

Dines at Waldorf-Astoria. 
Thaw was asked where he wished to 
dine, and he replied that if Sheriff Gri- 
fenhagen had no objections, he would 
go to the Waldorf-Astoria. So the Sher- 
iff called up the hotel and reserved .a 
table for Thaw, himself, a Deputy Sher- 
iff and a guard. 

“Now, tell use what you are gbding to 
do,’’ suggested a reporter. 

“Well, I'm going to Pittsburg, or was,” 
said the prisoner. “I was ready to leave 
town instantly had the Justice libe-- 
ated me on the finding of the jury, but 
his delay made me shift my plans and 
I may change them even more.”’

He has an electric fan :n 
his cell, plenty of cigars and magazines 
and from time to time nibbles at a choc- 
olate from a box Sheriff Bode sent to 
him at his request this morning, along 
with other comforts.’ He has asked for 
a drink of Whisky and the Sheriff has 
promised it to him later in the day if 
he still wishes it. 

eThat the Governor would not inter- 
fere became practically certain when an 
alibi suggested in his behalf crumbled. 
Mrs. Serge L. Hallman of Webster 
Groves, who had gone to Jefferson City 
to intercedé in the condemned man’s 
behalf, exhibited a letter from an East 
St- Louis woman which said that Bar- 
ney Williams, 406 North Twenty-sixth 
street, East St. Louis, would testify he 
had seen Sprouse in East St. Louls at 
the time Mrs. Sprouse was murdered in 
St. Louis “County. 

Denies He Had Seen Sprouse. 

The Governor declared he would re- 
quire an affidavit from Williams. Wil- 
liams, who is a private watchman, told 
a Post-Dispatch reperter he hadn't seen 
Sprouse since three months before the 
murder, and he couldn’t imagine how 
anybody would suppose he could fur- 
nish an alibi. 

Although he was given to understand 
yesterday afternoon that there was no 
hope, Sprouse remained as imperturb- 
eble as ever. He passed the early part 
of the evening reading a Bible that had 
heen given to him by his spiritual ad- 
viser, thé Rev. Father Victor Stepka, 
who is expected to perform the cere- 
mony of baptism in the death cell late 
this afternoon. 

The Sheriff had told him he could 
have whatever he wished to eat, so he 
ordered a good steak for supper. He 
ate heartily. At 10 o’clock he said he 
was sleepy and went to bed. In 10 
minutes he was sleeping so soundly that 
he was not disturbed when the guards 
were changed. 

Sleeps Soundly All Night. 

Before he retired he chatted with his 
guards. They sav that several times he 
referred to Mrs. Blanche Scott, for love 
of whom he killed his wife, declaring 
she Was a good woman, and that he was 
sorry he had brought so much trouble 
upon her. 

He was still asleep at 7 o'clock this 
mcrning, and the Sheriff had to shake 
him to get him awnke. He said he felt 
all right and was hungry, and consumed 
a4 generous breakfast of eggs, pancakes, 
bread, potatoes and coffee. Then he 
walked briskly up and down his cell for 

rcise. « 

he only incident that has seemed tv 
shake his equanimity was when.he was 
informed yesterday that his children had 
refused to see him. There are six oft 
them, Roy, 13 years old; Arce, 11; Ollie 
and Dessie, twins, 9; Opal, 7, ana 
Raydo, —&. They are cared for in St. 
Loulg County hofnes under the super- 
vision of Mrs. Sue Barge, Deputy Pro- 
bation cfficer. 

Sprouse’s face fell when he was told 
that his children would not see him. 
He stared at the floor a moment and 
then said, ‘‘Well, I am sorry,”’ and went 
on with his reading. 

He asked the Sheriff to send his body 
to his brother, D. M. Sprouse, at Webl: 
City, Mo. He had written the brother 
asking. him to take charge of the burial! 
he said. 

That Sprouse has remained unmoved 
by the noise of the preparation of the 
gallows has been widely stated. As a 
matter of fact, there had not been any 
such noise until this morning, because 
very few preparations were necessary. 
There is a permanent gallows in what 
is known as “The Bridge of Sighs,” a 
narrow, short brick corridor connecting 
the upper floor of the jail with the sec- 
ond story of the courthouse. 

At one place there is a false floor in 
this gallery. It is only necessary to re- 
move it and insert in its place a meta! 
trap-door, which can be dropped at will. 
leaving an opening four feet square. 
Directly over this opening is a steel 
loop to which a rope can be attached. 

All that is required to exclude the pub- 
lic from what is taking place is to box 
ug the space between the courthouse 
and the jail under the ‘“‘Bridge of Sighs.”’ 
Lumber for this purpose was taken there 
this morning and the carpenters went to 
work about 8:30 o’clock. Until that time 
there had been no “significant hammer- 
ing” to disturb the prisoner's equanim- 
ity. After the work had begun Sprouse 
apparently paid no attention to the 
noise. 

No Admission for the Curtous. 

Sheriff Bode has been besieged by a 
number of persons morbidly curious. 
They have kept his telephone busy, 
buttonholed him on the street, and have 
even tried to influence his friends to 
use their offices in a cuest for admis- 
sion tickets. The oo however, per- 
sists in his deterniination to make the 
performance of his disagreeable duty 
as private as possible.

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CHINESE DROWN 
- BY THOUSANDS 
IN FLOODED AREA 


Whole Districts Devastated by 
Water—Fire Sweeps Part 
of Canton. 


HONGKONG, July 15.—Tens of thou- 
sands of natives are estimated to have 
been drowned by the floods in the Chi- 
nese provinces of Kwantung, Kwangsi 
and Kiangsi, and the desolation in the 
devasted districts is terrible, according 
to the! latest reports reaching here. 

A’ fire-swept area of gne mile, and 
raging floods are handicapping the work 
of rescue in Canton. The city was in 
Garkness last night, the water having 
inundsted the machinery of the electric 
light plant. 

Missionaries have arrived here seeK- 
ing the assistance of the United States 
gunboat Callao to aid in the work of 
rescue. The last report received here 
from Canton before communication was 
cut, said that the Christian Hospital was 
in danger of fire. 


S. Gunboats Rushing to 
Flooded Districts. 
WASHINGTON, July 15.—Consul-Gen- 
eral Anderson at Hong Kong reported 
today that Canton was isolated except 
to powerful steamers, thousands have 
been drowned and tens of thousands are 
taking refuge on high places. Thousands 
of houses have been burned, Americar 
mission property has either been darm- 
aged or destroyed and foreigners are 
taking refuge at the British consulate at 
Fu Chow. No Americans have been lost

NAVY'S NEEDS 


Must Provide Means 


Retired Officer Visiting Here Dectrares Congress 


to Overcome Lack of 


Balance Shown in Recent Maneuvers. 


Rear Admiral Albert Caldwell Dilling- 
ham, U. 8. N., retired, who is visiting 
his son, Capt. A. R. Dillingham, at Jef- 
ferson Barracks, gave a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, at the Barracks yesterday, his 
views on the navy’s present condition 
and its needs. 

The Navy League of the United States 
has made St. Louis the headquarters of 
& movement, through the West and 
@outhwest, to interest voters and, 
through them, Congressmen, in the 
navy. Maj. J. J. Dickinson, field sec- 
retary of the league, has been in St. 
Louis several, days. 

Rear Admiral Dillingham takes the 
Navy League’s point of view, in that 
he thinks the whole country ought to 
be aroused to an intelligent interest in 
the navy,°as a means of protection, and 
as a promoter of peace. He holds that, 
in organization and administration, th® 
navy is today ahead of all past records. 


P At the same time, he points out that a 


lack of balance in its different units has 
been shown, and that there are plain 
deficiencies, which Congress must pro- 
vide the means to supply. Hence, Con- 
gressmen must be educated, and the 
most effective way to educate them, he 
believes, is through their constituents. 
These must be approached, he says, ‘‘on 
the broad platform of patriotism.” 
“Indoctrination” Favorite Word. 

“Indoctrination” is a favorite word 
with Rear Admiral Dillingham, who 
holds tha¢ it is one of the great needs 
of the perosnnel, especially the divi- 
sional commanders—a need,too, which 
those now in charge of the navy are 
laboring to supply. Irdoctrination, as 
he uses the word, means that every of- 
ficer shall grasp a vniform point of 
view for the whole service, and that in- 
dividual officers, being thoroughly 
grounded in the general policy and 
knowing clearly the result sought, sha'‘l 
be able in any emergency to take an 
intelligent. initiative, the working out 
of which will promote the general plan. 

For indoctrination end c-ordination, 
he believes, a general staff is nec- 
essary, and he is pleased that, for 
the first time, the navy now has a 
general staff, although it is not 
called by that name. The nine bu- 
reas, under the direction of the newly 
created Chief of Naval Operations, he 
holds, form, for practical purposes, a 
ceneral staff. The office of Chief of 
Operations, created by the last Congress, 
is now filled by Rear Admiral W. S&S. 
Benson, who acts, in the name of the 
Secretary of the Navy, in many matters 
with which a naval officer might be 
supposed to know more than the civilian 
Secretary and his civilian assistant sec- 
retary. 

Rear Admiraf Dillingham attained his 
present rank five years ago. He was 
cdvanced ‘“‘for eminent and conspicuous 
conduct in battle’ in the Spanish war. 
As Lieutenant Commander Dillingham 
he was executive officer of the gun- 
boat Nashville, when she made her 
five days’ visit to St. Louis in May, 
1899, the spring after the end of the 
Spanish war. In meeting, recently, sév- 
eral St. Louisans.who entertained him 
and other officers of the Nashville at 
that time, he has spoken warmly of the 
hospitality which he received then, an 
has expressed the belief that the navy 
will receive efficient support from this 
part of the country. 

Regarding the relation of the navy to 
the public, and to publicity, he praised 
tHe recent measures taken by Secretary 
Daniels. 

“Public cducation in naval require- 
ments,’ he said, “is well illustrated by 
the action of the Navy Department In 
showing the public the unbalanced co! 
cition of the fleet, by the recent maneu 
.érs of the fleet, under Admiral Filetct. 
er, against an imaginary enemy under 
Ktear Admiral Beatty. ' 

“On this occasion, it will be remem- 
bered. Admiral Fletcher was Gefeated 
by Rear Admiral Beatty in his effort tv 
prevent a landing of enemy forces on 
our east coast. With very little studv 
the public was able to realize the un 
1alanced condition of our fleet, and the 
need for battle cruisers, for instance. 

Composition of the Fleet. 

“The composition of the fleet is best 
established by men who have made a 
life study of the subject. These men 
are found in the members of the Gen- 
eral Board of the Navy, and it depends 
upon the Congress to appropriate for the 
recommendations of the board. It then 
becomes the duty of’ the industrial 
branch of the navy to provide the ma- 
terial appropriated for, and of the mili- 
tary branch of the navy to use this ma- 
terial or force to the best advantage. 

“We have organized and trained the 
industrial branch to the limit, but until 
lately we have neglected the military 
branch, in not providing the organiza- 
tion which will permit an administra- 
tion which will display the greatest ef- 
ficiency in getting desired results. For 
an efficient administration requires an 
organization that will permit perfect co- 
ordination. This has been accomplished 
by the present Secretary of the Navy, in 
having created by Congress the Chief of 
Operations. 

“In interpreting a law, we first must 
know ths intention of the law, and if 
we consider the law creating the Chief 
of Operations, we shall find that the in- 
tention was to provide the Chief of Oper- 
ations w:th such assistants as would en- 
able him to get the desired results. Re- 
ferring to the report of the committee 
of Congress which recommended the 
enactment of the law creating the office 
of Chief of Operations, we find specifi: 
mention of the different sections to be 
connected or associated with the Chief of 
Operations. as follows: 

‘lt The historical section, which cov- 
ers the study and analysis of past cam- 
paigns. 

“2 The policy section, which studies 
the inherent Interests of all nations and 
the policies which logically follow. 

"2. The strategic section, which studies 
the theaters of possible wars from every 
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supply for the miltary and naval forces. 

“4. The tactical section, which studies 
tactics, particularly in relation to strat- 
egy; endeavors to insure that the tactics 
of the fleet are kept constantly up to 
date, and conform to the character’ ofr* 
ships and weapons that will be used. 

“5. The logistic séction, which studies 
the logistic aspects of the 
strategical and tactical plans in- 
volving requirements as to supplies at 
the beginning of the war, during the 
war, and the organization of transporta- 
tion and many other things incident. to, 
the auxiliary service, including the in- 
spection of merchant vessels. 

“6. The organization section, which 
studies and devises plans of organiza- 
tion for war, in order to secure the 
most efficient flow of authority, the best 
administratiye and tactical’ grouping of 
the forces, detail of personne] for com- 
mand, and the orderS necessary for 
execution of the various plans. 

‘7. The mobilization section, which 
prepares and keeps always up to date 
plans for mobilization for each of the 
Various situations arising from conflict 
with possible enemies. 

“8. The training sections, which studies 
methods for the training of the naval 
forces, and devises strategical problems 
and tactical exercises involving com- 
bined maneuvers of battleships, auxil- 
jaries, submarines, aircraft and mining 
vessels. 

“9. The executive section, which gees 
that the plans devised are executed. 

Known as General Staff. 

“The nine sections named, in combina- 
tion, form what is known as a general 
staff. We hear a good deal, and much 
is written, about the general staff, but 99 
laymen out of 100 do not know what 
a general staff is, and there seems to 
be some unknown objection to the term 
‘General Staff." For the purposes of the 
navy it makes little or no difference 
what you call the organization, so long 
as we have the means of getting desired 
results, and such is the case with the 
laws creating the Chief of Staff, or 
Chief of Operations, as he is officially 
termed. 

“It can be truthfully said that the or- 
ganization and administration of the na- 
tional fleet today has treached a pro- 
ficiency and progressiveness never before 
attained, with the result that never be- 
fore was the fleet so well equipped for 
war, so far as organization is concerned, 
nor the efficiency at such a high stand- 
ard, the result of proper distribution of 
the units and the indoctrination of the 
flag and commanding officers of the 
fieet. Thus, in team spirit and indoc- 
fieet. Thus, team spirit and indoctri- 
nation’ with the personnel in the fleet, 
together with absolute co-ordination, 
has placed .our fleet in a state of 
efficiency never before reached. 

‘It is difficult, in a nonmilitary coun- 
try like ours to have policy and strat- 
egy meet. It requires a crisis to make 
us realize the need of force. But the 
inevitable is ever with us—that any 
policy we may have, whether it be the 
Monroe Doctrine, the Open Door in 
China or any other, is just as strong as 
our navy, and no stronger. 

Wavy Best Guarantee of reace. 

‘‘We have seriously before us at this 
moment the unlimited advantage of sea 
power and of preparedness. An _— 
quate navy is the best and surest gdar- 
antee of peace, and is the cheapest in- 
surance against war. To quote from a 
recent writer: 

“*The most important lesson for the 
United States to learn from the present 
war is the vital need that it shall at 
once take steps to prepare. Prepared- 
ness against war does not always avert 
war or disaster in war, any more than 
the existence of a fire department—that 
is, ef preparedness against fire—always 
averts fire. But it is the only insurance 
against war, and the ogly insurance 
against overwhelming disgrace and dis- 
aster in war, and usually prevents dis- 
grace in war. Unpreparedness has not 
the slightest effect in, averting war. 
Its only effect is immensely to increas 
the likelihood of disgrace and disaster 
in war.

Ottoman Troops Show Remark- 
able Bravery, but Operations 
Lack Science. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 1.—‘The allies on 
Monday made four assaults on the Turk- 
ish positions on the Gallipoli Peninsula,”’ 
says a dispatch to the Daily Express 
from Athens. “They finally occupied 
two hills defending Krithia and took 4000 
Turkish prisoners.’’ 

The official British press representa- 
tive with the allied forces in the Dar- 
Canelles says in a dispatch: 

“A successful allied advance on the 
left wing, June 28, alarmed the enemy 
‘seriously, causing him to bring up heavy 
reinforcements, including raw troops 
and he has been launching vigorous 
counter-attacks ever since in a vain ef- 
fort to recover lost ground. 

“Enver Pasha, the Turkish Minister 
of War, hurried down from Constan- 
tinople to stimulate his troops, a greui 
banner being hoisted on Achi Baba t> 
signaiize his arrival. There had becn 
some dissension among the Turkish 
leaders, especially regarding the advisa- 
bility of counter-attacks, but Enver 
Pasha insisted cn general attacks, which 
vere undertaken repeatedly with great 
Lravery and tremendous losses, masses 
cf Turkish troops fading away befora 
the allies’ artillery. 

“Meanwhile the Turkish Asiatic bat- 
teries were active causing some annoy- 
ance at our landing : laces, but there 
were few casualties since all ihe troops 
were too well entrenched to be harried, 
except by direct hits. 

“The allied men all pay tribute to the 
extreme gallantry and indifference to 
death shown by the Turkish infantry, 
but their methods of attack are crude 
and wasteful. They are lacking in 
knowledge of how to carry out an as- 
sault scientifically. S 

“The Turks generally mass for an at- 
tack behind some natural barrier. Gen- 
erally our artillery. is informed of their 
massing before the attack is launched, 
whereupon, knowing all the ranges tu 
a foot, we break up the mass with a 
torrent of shell. 

“The Turks recently have been ad- 
ding extensively to the defensive possi- 
bilities of their positions in an effort 
to prevent any furt..er advance by our 
troops, and the Turkish soldiers have 
been given special orders prohibiting 
their retirement under any  circum- 
stances. Their officers have been di- 
rected to shoot soldiers who attempt to 
retire.” 
Allies’ Attacks, Supported by War- 
ships, Are Repulsed. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 15.—An of- 
ficial report issued here says that the 
allies on Monday made determined at- 
tacks against the left and right wines 
of the Turkish lines, supported by war- 
ships, but they were repulsed with 
heavy losses. 


ST. LOUIS FRENCHMEN RAISE 
FUND FOR WAR SUFFERERS 


Osual Festivities Omitted at Obser- 
vance Last Night of Anniversary 
of Fall of Bastile. 

The French Society of St. Louis com- 
memorated the anniversary of the dav 
of the rebirth of France at Cafferata's 
Garden, last night, by devoting its 
energies to raising a iund for the war 
widows and orphans in France. Noth- 
ing in, the nature of a celebration of 
I'rench independence, such as has been 
the custom in former years of the 
French Society of St. Louis in its an- 
nual fourteenth of Juiy fete, was per- 

mitted by the organization. 

Gus V. R. Mechin, president of the 
society, explained that any sort of a 
jellification would be cruel in view of 
the fact that so many French families 
ere in mourning for sons lost on the 
battlefield. Not even the tricolor of 
France was exhibited, nor the Marseil- 
loise, the national air of France, sung 
or played by the orchestra. 

The army officers wf the allied coun- 
tries who are on missions in St. Louis 
were not invited. T’resident Mechin 
warned the guests that, teing Ameri- 
cans, they shoul 
ror Fraice and their sympathy for their 
fatherland in its present strug@le to 
lead them to do anytaing that might in 
any way violate the spirit of the neu- 
trality of the United States, or hurt 
the feelings of any citizen of this 
country. 

He referred briefly to the sympathy 
and assistance rendered @ the colonists 
of this country in their fight for inde. 
pendence by France, end declared that 
France had always oeen in the front 
rank of nations and never had dishon- 
wred herself or her flag by the violation 
of the well-established principles of civ- 
jlization and humanity. ‘ 

Brief speeches als® were made by 
Alexander N. de Menil and Marc Se- 
guin, Consul of France ard Belgium. 
De Menil made a reference to the Eu- 
1opean war and declared that the po- 
aition which France has occupied in 
this great struggle would lead to the 
democratization of Europe and to the 
huilding of a republic In the domains 
of the German Empire. He said that 
he regarded talk of peace at this time 
as inopportune, becavse peace now 
would mean that Europe would agala 
be drenched in blood in a few years. 


‘Tl. In the Interést of civilization, human- 


ity, independence and the respect of 
treaty rights the war should be con- 
tinued to its bitter end, he asserted. 
Trance was now fighting on the Dar 
tle line of freedom, he said, and it 
would be a mistake to bring the contest 
to an end until the war menace of 
Gurope was destroyed. Consul Seguin 
spoke briefly in French. 

Only native Frenchmen and their 
families, or descendants of Frenchmen, 
and invited friends, attended the cele- 
 pration, about 200 being present. A 
fish net was stretched across the gar- 
den to save the Society gathering from 
interruption by the other guests at 
the garden.

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CRITICISES DELAY 
IN LUSITANIA CASE 


Former Ambassador to Germany 
Fears Long Parley Is Hurtful 
to Nation’s-Prestige. 


BOSTON, July 15.—David Jayne Hill, 
former Ambassador to Germany, who is 
at North Cohasset, today gave hig *«- 
sion of ths Lusitania ‘‘controversy” n 


a statement. He said: 

“There are occasions when silence and 
prolonged hu- 
miliating but fatal to the prestige and 
future influence of a nation. 

“The Lusitania controversy—for this 
is what we have permitted the incident 


to become—involves only.two points: 
“1. Was the sinking of the Lusitania 


in accorjarce with the accepted rules 
of internaticnal law, or was it not? 

‘2. Does the Imperial German Govern- 
ment maintain its right and intention to 
disregard those rules in its treatment of 
the citizens of a neutral and friendly 
country, or does it not? 

Action Based .on Answers. 

“Upon the answers to these two ques- 
tions depends the course that should 
promptly be followed. If the Imperial 
German Government accepts the rules 
in question ond intends to observe them, 
the controversy would end the moment 
that assurance was given and responsi- 
bility admitted. 

“On the other hand, if the Imperial 
German Government does not intend to 
recognize the existing ruies of interna- 
tional law in a matter of such gravity, 
but continues to act, and maintain its 
right to act, in @eflance of them and to 
create for itself the law of the sea, it 
would be difficult to regard the friendly 
professions cf that Government as sin- 
cere. In that case, it would be’an act 
of insincerity on the part of the United 
States also to accept such affirmations 
of friendship, and above all, to express 
sentiments of confidence and amity in 
return: 

“A frank ond ready answer to these 
questions night reasonably be expected 
of a friendly nation. 

Duty Should Not Be Encumbered. 

“It could: rot, of course, be reasonably 
demanded until the questions were 
asked, but cnee directly asked and di- 
rectly answered both countries would 
be relieved of an embarrassing situa- 
tion, for both would then know what 
was expected and what. would be ac- 
corded in the interest of a friendship 
that is at least exposed to a serious 
test. Until an answer is given, mere 
assertions cf friencship and the dis- 
cussion of minor questicns on either 
side only serve to obscure the vital is- 
sue, which some day must be squarely 
met. A question of irternational duty 
should never be encumbered by the pos- 
bsible consequence of a right decision.”

Would Withdraw 
mbassador From Berlin. 

PASADENA. Cal., July 15.—Advocating 
the withdrawal of the American Ambas- 
sador from Berlin and the handing of 
his passports. to the German Ambassa- 
dor at Washington, former Senator 
George Franklin Edmunds has sent to 
President Wilson a letter of comment 
on the latest German note. 

Ex-Senator Edmunds, who is 87 years 
old, has been one of the most promi- 
nent figures in the Republican party. 
He was a member of the Senate from 
Vermont from 1866 to 1893, and was twice 
a candidate for the presidency, receiv- 
ing 34 votes in the convention of 1880 
and 93 in the convention of 1884. He is 
the author o. many important laws, in- 
cluding the Edmunds act for the sup- 
pression of polygamy in Utah and the 
disfranchisensent of those who practiced 
it. He was a!so part author of the anti- 
trust law of 1890. His communication to 
President Wilson is as follows: 

“The Gerran reply to your second 
protest andl remonstrance against the 
inhuman and barbaric destruction by 
submarines of the lives of many peace- 
ful citizens of our country, as well as 
those of the civilian citizens and sub- 
jects of countries against which Ger- 
many is carrying on an aggressive war, 
having been at last received, I beg to 
say, as one of the 9% per cent, as I 
think, of the grown-un and tntelligent 
people of our country whe have gladly 
supported your efforts to mitigate the 
intrinsic evils and horrors of so-called 
civilized warfare and to defend our cit- 
izens in the exercise of the long-estab- 
lished rights of neutrals, that the reply 
is, in my opinion, in substance an at- 
tempt to justify, or else to evade re- 
sponsibility for, all the slaughter of our 
civilian citizens which has knowingly 
been committed. Thus, the most grave 
situation pleiniy stated in your com- 
munication remains just what it was. 

“Were not the German Government so 
full of ‘kultur’ and, therefore, as it 
thinks, go logical, I should suppose that 
it was trying upon you Fabian or Chi- 
riese tactics, which I feel most strongly 
this nation should resent. 

“Let us then cease futile correspon- 
dence and withdraw’ our Ambassador 
and send the German Asbassador his 
passport. 

““T am an old man, and have for long 
before this war publicly worn the badge 
of the Massachusetts Peace Society, but 
I can not lorger endure the awful spec- 
tacle without an expression of my op- 
position to further discussion under 
present circumstances... Very respect- 
fully yours, 

“GEORGE FRANKLIN EDMUNDS.”

NEW RED BOOK BY AUSTRIA 


Documents in It Deal With Italy's 
Preparedness for War. 
BERLIN, July 16 by wireless to Say- 
ville.—-Among the news items prepared 
by the Overseas News Agency today for 
transmission abroad by wireless tele- 

graphy was the following: 

“The Austro-Hungarian Government 
has published a Red Book dealing with 
the preparedness of Italy for war. It] 
shows that the Italian Govern §ent ro- 
ceived incorrect information from its 
diplomats, who underestimated the pre- 
paredness of Austria. The documents 
have to do with the years 1909 until 
1911 and prove that the alleged viola- 
tion of the Triple Alliance was approved 
by Italy.”

Latin-Americ countries for 18 years. 
The book is published under the title, 
“Selling Latin America.” 

The author points out that the first 
thing for the American manufacturer 
seeking a Latin-American market to do 
is to find out whether his goods meet 
the requirements of the people. He said 
he had met salesmen from the United 
States trying to sell snow plows in Bra- 
zil, where;it never snows, and knew of 
another manufacturer wasting money 
advertising canoes in a district of Ar- 
zentina in which there is no water. 

The first thing that should be done, 
he says, is for the firm seeking South 
American business to send one of its 
leading officers on a tour of the coun- 
tries to study the demands of the peo- 
ple. After this is done the selling cam- 


‘paign can be planned. 


It is useless to send a salesman to 
South America to sell goods who speaks 
only English. The language of al) the 
South American countries except Brazil 
is Spanish, and there it is Portuguese. 
The salesman ghould be able to speak 
either Spanish or French, nearly all of 
the business people, especially in Brazil, 
being able to speak French almost as 
well, and sometimes better, than their 
native tongues. 

Must Be Master of Ktiquette. 

The salesman should be not only a lin- 
guist and diplomat, but should be a mas- 
ter the art of etiquette, and possess 
Chesterfieldian manners. He should re- 


member that his prospective customers {| 


will assimilate an amount of flattery 
beyond belief, and in writing his letters, 
he should forget his American idea of 
conciseness. He must fill his business 
letters with sentimental allusions to 
past ages, and instead of ending with 
the terse,. ‘‘Yours very truly,’ should 
always sign yourself, “your attentive 
and secure servant who kisses your 
iand.”’ 

No traveling man should be sent from 
the United States to South America un- 
less he is willing to put up with bad 
hotels, bad meals, and worse traveling 
facilities, according to the author. He 
should be careful about drinking South 
American water, and should, if possible, 
carry a supply of distilled water from 
the United States, and he should also 
exercise great care about his eating. He 
should not drink any kind of liquors. 

The American exporter must expect to 
meet great difficulties in the matter of 
customs and tariffs. There are hundreds 
of different #inds of charges, fees, tar- 
iffs, taxes and incidentals that must be 
met unless the salesman wishes to have 
his goods confiscated and himself fined 
and imprisoned, Aughinbaugh declares 
that the grafting politiclans.of Ameri- 
can cities are an honest lot as compared 
with the customs officials of the Latin- 
American republic. He tells of one in- 
stance where a local druggist ordered 
100 clinical thermometers, which, under 
the law, were to be admitted duty free. 
The customs official, however, classified 
them as etched glass containers, be- 
cause of the mercury in the tubes, and 
assessed $500 against the merchant, 
which, with the tax, amounted to $642.50, 
which the merchant had te pay or go to 
jail. Another man was fined $100 for 
falling to state whether his pickles were 
put up in mustard or vinegar, and an- 
other had to pay $80 on a five-pound box 
of candy, intended as a gift, because the 
ingredients of each separate piece of 
candy were not stated. The employes 
of the customs houses also make a prac- 
tice of stealing from the packages, and 
there is no chance for redress against 
them. 

Should Register Trade Marks. 

Every United States manufacturer ex- 
pecting to do business in South America 
should immediately register his trade- 
mark in each country. Otherwise, he is 
likely to find that some politician has 
caused his trademark to be registered, 
and is patiently waiting for the manu- 
facturer to show up. The native who 
registered Avan trademark attaches the

AMENDS SUIT OVER 
APPROPRIATIONS 


Secretary of State and Auditor 
Included as Defendants by 
J: B. Fergus. °

SPRINGFIELD, IL, July 15.—The tax- 
payers’ suit fifed against Andrew Rus- 
sel, State Treasurer, in this city last 
Friday by J. B. Fergus, is amended in 
a bill filed here today by Fayette 8S. 
Munro, attorney for Fergus, to include 
#s defendants Lewis G. Stevenson, Sec- 
retary of State, and James J. Brady, 
State Auditor. 

The amended bill seeks to enjoin the 
payment of $558,802 provided for by the 
last Legislature in deficiency bills, pas- 
sage of which it is charged was contrary 
to the Constitutfon, and, in the event 
that this contention is upheld, asks that 
any of the defendants who may have 
made payments on authority of these 
appropriations be compelled to make res- 
titution. In addition the bill requests 
that Brady and Stevenson answer a se- 
ries of interrogatories dealing with the 
appropriations 

Three deficiency bills not listed in the 
original bill,,.which attacks the validity 
of $1,800,000 in appropriations are named 
in the amended bill as follows: 

Senate bill 3—Incidental expenses Geri- 
eral Assembly, $10,000. 

Senate bill 4—Salaries of employes, 
75,000, 

Senate bill 5—Incidental expenses Sec- 
retary of State, Forty-ninth General 
Assembly, $15,000. | 

As to the appropriation for the inci- 
dentals of the Department of State the 
amended bill recites: 

“Your orator further represents and 

charges that Senate Bill No. 5 appro- 
priates money to the Secretary of State 
for the incidental expenses of the Forty- 
ninth General Assembly; that there had 
previously been appropriated, pursuant 
to law, by the, Forty-eighth General 
Assembly, funds for the expenses of ths 
Forty-ninth General Assembly; that the 
real purpose of the said appropriation 
Was to secure for the members of the 
General Assembly additional benefits 
and perquisites and extra perquisites 
for the Secretary of State; that said 
Senate Bill No. 5 duly passed the Sen- 
ate and House and was approved by the 
Governor; that the Secretary of State 
thereupon proceeded to purchase at a 
large expense jack-knives, pocket books, 
fountain pens, brushes, combs and other 
toilet ariicles and to distribute the same 
among the members of the Forty-ninthk 
General Assembly.”’

The second plan, the one most easily adopted 
and in our opinion most meritorious, is to amend 
the city charter to reduce the size.of the Boar” 
of Aldermen elected at large. 

Inasmuch as the advocates of the first plan 
have already begun agitation in its behalf, it fs 
perhaps not too early for the people of St. Louis 
to begin considering which plan they will prefer. 
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A DOUBLE-HEADED WRONG. 

The fact that a British commission is now vis- 
iting the Scandinavian countries and that these 
countries have entered a formal protest at Lon- 
don, should not escape the attention of the Amer- 
ican State Department. This commission is in- 
structed to find out the exact needs of Denmark, 
Norway and Sweden in the way of supplies from 
the United States, so that Great Britain may hold 
our trade with those countries in check. 

Of course, the British theory is that the great 
increase in commerce of late between this coun- 
try and Scandinavia is explained by the trans- 
shipment of commodities to Germany, but this 
is merely an assumption. It is an assumption, 
moreover, which rests upon the assertion of a 
British right, regardless of law, to regulate or 
prohibit trade between neutrals in time of war. 

Nothing in the recent German proposal to per- 
mit the United States on certain conditions to 
operate a\few ships in the war zone was more of- 
fensive than the policy thus outlined in Lon- 
don. Except that in the case of Germany, which 
has nothing but submarines at sea, we have been 
confronted by the menace of “accidental” death, 
the principles on which the two belligerents are 
acting are precisely the same. Both invade neutral! 
rights. Both violate the law of nations. Both 
deny the sovereignty of independent nations. In 
the note which we sent to Great Britain on 
March 30, last, we entered an emphatic protest 
against unlawful interference with our ships and 
cargoes. We have had one or two expressions of 
opinion and explanations since then from the 
British Government, but these were not responsive 
|to the note, which remains practically unanswered. 

Making due allowance for the horror of the 
Lusitania massacre, which for a season centered 
‘| attention upon Germany, we believe that in the 
‘labsence of further depredations upon American 
‘Iiives and commerce by submarines, we should 
maintain our position as boldly against Great 
Britain as against Germany. Hating, fearing and 
fighting each other, they are essentially in accord 

in denying us the use of the seas. 

: Germany’s excuse for the use of the subma- 
rines against merchantmen is that international 
law must give way to new weapons. Great Bri- 
tain’s excuse for blocking neutral ports is that 
when international law was established railroad 
transportation had not made trans-shipmént to 
enemy territory easy. Both, therefore, proclaim 
themselves above the law and take refuge ih 
expediency and necessity. 

There is a double-headed wrong here with which 
we must deal severely and impartially. If we attack 
it in all of its phases we are the more likely to 
triumph over it. Indeed, since the injustice aimed 
at us is retaliatory as between Great Britain and 
Germany, it is probable that in no other way shall 
we be able to make ourselves heard and respected 


by. both.

SUBMARINES CAN BE HUMANE, 

Light is thrown on one of the principal. points 
of the submarine controversy between the United 
States and Germany by the record of submarine 
warfare during the month of June. This period 
embraces the time of the discussion between 
Washington and Berlin. 

During the month 29 British, three French, 
one Belgian and nine Russian ships were sunk 
by German submarines. In every case where 
there was no attempt at resistance the subinarine 
commanders warned the vessels and took precau- 
tions to enable the crews to leave the ships be- 
fore attack with torpedoes. In several cases 
where the ships attempted escape unusual pre- 
cautions were taken to give the crew opportunity 
to escape. 

In no case were submarines lost on account 
of humane precautions. 

The humane measures of submarine command- 
ers were creditable to Germany. They indicated 
a perception and recognition of the moral judg- 
ment of mankind on inhuman warfare and of the 
force of the United States’ appeal in behalf of 
humanity and law.

The vital point in the American protest against 
German submarine methods of warfare on 
merchant ships emphasized the point of safe- 
guards in accordance with law for passengers 
end crews. We asked guarantees against at- 
tacks without warning and the destruction of 
the lives of Americans. Germany has declined 
giving any guarantee of legal precautions on the 
groupd that the submarines and their crews 
would be endangered. 

Since the American protest, however, Germany 
has complied with the law. If she continues to 
comply with law and the rules of humanity, with 
or without a guarantee, there will be no serious 
rupture of German relations with this country. 

Doubtless, if the President stands firm for the 

protection of American ships and American citi- 
zens from lawless attack, Germany will avoid 
offense. 
In refusing in writing to mitigate the German 
submarine methods the German Government’s 
main object apparently is to force the United 
States to attempt to break the British blockade 
of Germany.

7 to 10 p. m.—Attend committee meet- 
ings. 

11 p. m.—Go to bed with a clear con- 
*cience. 

Puts Weed Cutters to Work. 

Mayor Mollman discovered on his early 
morning ride yesterday that many side- 
walks were lined with weeds. He drove 
to the city warehouse, got six mowing 
scythes, found six men who wanted to 
work, and hauled the men and scythes 
to different points in the city where he 
wanted the weeds cut. Then he told the 
men how he wanted the job done, and 
ndded that he would drop around tomor- 
row to inspect it, and if it wasn’t done 


, the way he ordered, he would ‘‘fire ev- 


erybody working.” 

When the engineering force had trou- 
ble with the pumps at the outlet sewer 
statioh a week ago Mayor Mollman got 
out of bed at midnight and went down 
to lend a hand. 

Last week he personally supervised the 
oiling of State street, and ordered a 
change in the method, because, he said, 
it was too slow and took too much oil.
